tion of trademark laws. And the other way 
around: if you're saying you're delivering 
DIANETICS or SCIENTOLOGY technol- 
ogy but youre really doing something 
else, or delivering something else, or it's 
different, changed in some way, modified, 
or in some fashion altered, that's also a 
violation of trademarks.
